MOTION FOR RETURN OF PROPERTY 

Defendant Joseph Akpan, through counsel, respectfully moves the Court to issue an Oder to 
the Pre-Trial Services Agency directing that the Defendant's passport be returned to him.

WHEREFORE, the Defendant requests that this motion be granted.
